A spontaneous type "sing-in" was held at a circle, 

which is located adjacent to Scott Hall, NU, which is the 

temporary Student Union Building and also houses the office of 

the Dean of Men and Women Students. Approximately 150 students 

participated in the 'sing-in' from 3:00 to 5:30 PM, singing 

anti-draft and anti-war type songs.

The article also reflected the schedule for Wednesday, 
September 25, 1968, which included a speech by STAUGHTON |LYND, 
described as a controversial history lecturer at Roosevelt 
University, Chicago, at 2:00 PM in "The Abyss." On 
September 27, 1968, activities scheduled were an afternoon of 
films and political discussion at "The Ahyss" to be followed by 
a Peace and Freedom Party at the Afro-American Student Union, 
jointly sponsored by SDS and tbe Chicago Area Draft Resisters 
(CADRE), an active Chicago, anti-draft organization. On 
September 28, 1968, the one month anniversary of the "Battle 
of Chicago" will be celebrated with a peace march in Chicago. 
Marchers were scheduled to meet at noon at the soutb entrance 
of Scott Hall at NU. This march was scheduled to mark tbe 
one month anniversary of the police-demonstrator confrontation 
ee the Democratic National Convention (DNC). 


The article also quoted SHINBROT as stating be 
expected the week's activities to attract at least several 
hundred students. He said the week was not a recruiting project 
` for SDS or any leftist student group. "We're not trying to sell 
them on anything, but I'm sure N will happen after 
school starts."

WIEBE called for a downfall of academic 
‘departmental structure at NU and for placing control 
of the university in the bands of the students. WIEBE 
„ advocated using professors as consultants or resource

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pursue their research full-time. For those 
professors who did consent to the system, WIEBE 
advocated guarantees that they would only be asked 
to devote the same amount of time they do now to 
teaching or "consultant" work, leaving their other 
hours free for whatever tbey care to do.

Youghould have sovereignty in your 
area while other interest groups have sovereignty in 
theirs." 


WIEBE qualified his call for action with state- 
went that he was not tbe one to lead it. "I don't 
want you to think I'm vastly different from other 
"faculty members," he said. "I can't represent you and 
I don't even pretend to understand you. If I were 
you, I would be the last person I'd ask to represent 
me."

LYND said draft resistance was the current 
radical activity closest to capturing what be called 
the. “softness and gentleness" of the early civil rights 
wovement. He advocated turning the entire protest move- 
ment to that tone to stop the radical right. "Regardless 
of the subtle distinctions, " LYND said, "as the entire 
social fabric comes more to resemble the U.S. Army, 
fascism prevails." 


On September 26, 1968, approximately 15 freshmen 
students associated with the SDS Dis-Orientation Week distribut: d 
leaflets during evening hours of September 25, 1968. The 
leaflets were in opposition to the Freshman Information 
Questionnaire administered at various locations on campus 
thiat night. These tests are given at colleges and universities 
throughout the United States by the American Council on 
Education and are confidential in nature; however, the tests do 
require the student's name and Social Security number. 


The leaflet distributed indicated that the opposition 
'to the test was based on the mandatory nature of the psycholo- 
gical test and a claim of invasion of privacy.

Defeats Future Ban" indicated that on September 25, 1968, the 

NU Student Senate called for immediate and public destruction 

of the information questionnaires administered to freshman 

students. The Senate, in a unanimous vote, deplored the surveys, 

saying data may be used as mee ammunition by Government 

authorities. - : 


The Senate meeting, originally scheduled as an 
informal session moved into formal session after a 
Richard Klimmer, identified as a graduate student leader and 
a member of SDS, asked the body to oppose the survey. 


The Senate rejected, by vote of 11-8 the part of the 
proposal by Klimmer calling for removal of compulsion to answer 
the survey if administered later. The Senate 's resolution 
specified only that students be informed of possible uses of 
the survey and that they not be required to sign names or 
identification numbers on any new test administered, once the 
original tests are destroyed. The resolution will be submitted 

to the Council on Undergraduate Life. 3 


Klimmer told the Senate, data from similar tests 
was ùsed as legal evidence against a national SDS officer in 
convicting him of resisting the draft. Klimmer, said Roosevelt 
University of Chicago, which administered the survey in that 
‘case, provided information to legal authorities. Klimmer 
stated he objected to "questions of political nature", parti- 
cularly inquirées into tbe students’ prior participation in 
sdemonsträtions against war, racial injustice, university cen- 
sorship er reaction to demonstrations. There were conflicting 
reports inthe meeting about compulsory nature of the survey. 
. ¿The Senate resolution, cited tbe “objectionalbe manner of the 
:amdministration of the survey," the compulsory nature of the 
sts and the request for “information that would subject the 
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On September 26, 1968, the University Planning ^ 
Coordinator JEREMY WILSON announced to the NU student body 
that he would delete one or all of the responses on an . 
"individual's test if any student so „desired. 


On September 27, 1968, WILSON announced that students 
— — wished to delete questionnaire answers could do so by 
coming to his office in Crown Center. 


At about 1:00 PM approximately 15-20 individuals 
ra at WILSON's office at which time five individuals 
placed their questionnaires inside a concrete sandbox outside 
the office of the university planning coordinator and burned 
them. About half of the 50 students who came Friday chose 
to destroy the entirequestionnaire. Most of them just tore 
them up and left them in the wastebasket.

On September 27, 1968, a source advised that he 
responded to reports of the fire set about 1:00 PM. No 
university property was damaged. A crowd of about 20 watching

On September 30, 1968, messen 100 NU students 
and faculty gathered near Scott Hall at 11:30 AM. These 
people then proceeded to the Chicago Loop area vía private 
cars and. public transportation.

"The purpose of this demon- 
stration was to register their objection to alleged ArT 
brutality at the DNC and to the Vietnam War.

The restructuring, 8 by junior ROGER 
FRIEDMAN, was aimed at providing "a coherent organi- 
zation among radicals on campus while preserving the 
SDS ideal of & "non-authoritarian, responsibe, 
participatory" leadership. : 


The restructured chapter of SDS at NU consists 
of four "fluid work-study committees." The committees 
will cover education, communication, research and 
guerilla theater. 


Each committee will elect two co-chairmen, who 
together will constfute a coordinating committee. 
The coordinating committee will meet weekly in open 
session. It will have no decision-making power, but 
will integrate the activities of the various committees. 


A chairman, elected on a rotating basis from this 
coordinating body, will conduct general bi-weekly SDS 
weetings that will decide general policy aatters. 


A secretary-treasurer, designated as President 
for niversity administrative purposes, will bandle the 
ury and secure rooms for the organization.

The May, 1963, issue of "The Indianapolis Star" 
an Indianapolis daily newspaper, contained an article relating 
that the Committee to Aid the Bloomington Students (CABS) had 
been formed as an outgrowth of the Young Socialist Alliance 
(YSA). A source advised on February 11, 1964, that the 
primary purpose of the CABS, organized and controlled by 
the YSA, was to raise funds for the legal defense of YSA 
members indicted at Bloomington, Indiana, Source stated 
that the secondary purpose of the committee was to BERpe ER ndizo 
the Bloomington defense and utilize such case as an ; 
introduction to the aims and objectives of the YSA. 


On May 7, 1965, the source advised that the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) exercised indirect control of 
the CABS through control over the 184 leadership which 
operated CABS. According to the source, CABS work by SWP 
members, who were not YSA members, was considered as Party 
work. 


A second source advised on January 17, 1968, that 
` CABS ceased to be a functioning committee in December, 1966. 
According to this source, such committee had been formed by 
the YSA to publicize its aims and to raise funds for the 
legal expenses of three YSA members indicted in a state court 
under an Indiana anti-subversive statute for their activities 
while attending Indians University, Bloomington, Indians.

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as 
it is known today, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
“radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the “responsible left" which the Party has "going for us.” 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anti-communist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national 
“headquarters of this organization as of July 24, 1968, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, 
Illinois."
